Light Vehicle Hygiene Membrane 



This invention relates to a membrane which separates clean and unclean volumes in the context of food 
preparation within a light motor vehicle. 

The modem car' has satellite navigation, OTiise control, radar parking sensors but they lack the facilities 
which the family with young children really require or I3ie senior citizen needs. A vehicle is envisaged 
which contains sanitation and food preparation equipment The small volume constraints of a light motor 
vehicle necessitates that the samtary and food preparation volumes arc immediately jujctqjcsed. To prevent 
the risk of contamination of the foodstuffs it is necessary to sq)fflrate the sanitary and food preparation 
volumes. * 

Accordingly, fliis invention provides for a membrane to separate clean and unclean volumes. The volume 
within the membrane contained the sanitary equipment and is tha-efore considered unclean. The volume 
within the membrane is maintained at a pressure sli^tly below atmospheric pressure to prevent the escape 
of odour and contaminants. The membrane contains an aperture which permits light to enter the enclosed 
volume enabling the occupant to see whilst inside the membrane. The membrane contains an opening 
enabling a person to enter and exit the volume contained by the membrane. The opening is sufficiently 
large so as not to inhibit the evacuation of the volume contained by the membrane in the event of a vehicle 
&e. 

The membrane as described in this invention is supported either directly or indirectly by the enclosing 
vehicle whilst it is being used to separate clean and unclean volumes. The membrane can be collapsed for 
storage within the eaclosing vehicle whilst can being used to separate clean and unclean volumes. 

A preferred embodiment of the invention will now be described with reference to the accompanying 
drawing in which: 

1) The membrane 1 which encloses an unclean sanitary volume is displayed in a deployed conjSguration. 

2) The manbrane is supported by straps 5 attached directly or indirectly by the structure of the vehicle 

whilst in use and is collapsed for storage whilst not in use. 

3) Ingress of air into the volume enclosed by the membrane may be througji a porous membrane or via 

vents 2. 

4) An opening 3 permits the entry and exit of the volume aiclosed by the membrane by a person. The 

opming is sufficiently large so as not to inhibit evacuation in the evoat of a vehicle fire. 

5) The membrane is opaque to ligjit Ligjit may «iter the volume enclosed by the m^nbrane via aperture. 

The aperture consists of either a transparmt material, translucent material or a vent.

Claims 

1 A membrane which provides separation between clean and unclean volumes within a light motor 
vehicle. 

2 A m^brane as claimed in Claim 1 which contains a volume which is maintained at a pressure below 
atmospheric pressure. 

3 A membrane as claimed in Claim 1 which permits the ingress of air by porous action or via one or 
more vents. 

4 A membrane as claimed in Claim 1 which is opaque to light 

5 A membrane as claimed in Claim 1 which permits the ingress Ught through a transpairat aperture or a 
translucent aperture or a vent 

6 A membrane as claimed in Claim 1 which is supported directly or indirectly by flie structure of the 
enclosing vehicle. 

7 A membrane as claimed iri Claim 1 whidi may be collapsed for storage purposes within the enclosing 
vehicle. 

8 A manbrane as claimed in Claim 1 which contains an opening for the occupant to enter and exit the 
volume contained by the membrane. 

9 An opening as claimed in Claim 8 which can be closed to prevent observation of the occupant of the 
volume contained by the membrane by a person external to the volume contamed by the membrane. 

10 An opening as claimed in Claim 8 which is sufficiently large so as not to hinder exit from the volume 
contained by the membrane in the event of a vehicle fire. 

1 1 A m^brane as claimed in any proceeding claim which can be made from natural fibre or plastic 
material or firom a combination of these materials. 

12 A membrane substantially as herein described above and illustrated in the accompanying drawings.

Light Vehicle Hygiene Membrane 



A membrane which separates the food preparation volumes fiom sanitary volume within a light vehicle. 
The monbrane can be coUapsed for storage whilst not in use. The unclean volume is maintained at a 
pressure below atmospheric pressure to prevent the emission of odour. The membrane contains an aperture 
of tlie mgression of light into the volume.
